Elba, Ala. was one of the 
nicest and friendliest. cit- 
ies in South Alabama once 
upon a time. I started my 
wonderful journey in this 
special city in 1988 when I 
went to work for one of the 
best men I ever met, David 
Stokes at Stokes True Value 
in downtown Elba across 
from the Courthouse where 
I learned so much about 
business and how important 
it was to treat everyone the 
same. It didn’t matter if the 
person was rich or poor or 
the color of their skin, but 
then Elba flooded in 1990. 

At that point he couldn’t 
recover from the flood, and 
I went to work on the other 
side of the tracks over in 
‘New Town’ for another 
good man, Mike Russell at 
Russell True Value, where I 
learned more about business 
and how to treat customers. 
I worked for him for several 
years till he sold the hard- 
ware to Kenneth Grantham 
where I learned even more 
about business. 

I finally got into my 
own business January 1, 
2002 thanks to some good 
men teaching me a lot of 
things that have helped me 
all these years. I became 
a Subway franchisee and 
have loved every minute of 
everything I have done. It 
seems like to me every day 
is like a holiday. 

The last four months 
my utility bill at Subway 
went up from $1,400.00 to 
around $2,000.00 a month. 
I questioned them at the 
City Hall, and someone told 
me it was because I had 
3-Phase so I got an electri- 
cian and someone from the 
city’s electrical department 
to check it out. They said 
you don’t have 3-Phase, 
so, I was excited. I went 
back to City Hall, and they 
said let me check on it, and 
then they said no the price 
is right - we charge more 
for businesses when they 
use Over a certain amount. I 
thought that’s sad because it 
seems like they would want 
to keep business in town 
and not want to try to put 
them out of business. 

Then, Thursday night 
August 24th, one of the 
worst things happened in 
Elba.

I 
told him I don’t buy drugs 
and ain’t got any drugs. I 
got out of the truck and 
told him to search my truck, 
and they turned everything 
upside down and kept me 
standing back there about 
20 minutes. 

Then a big police offi- 
cer in a white truck walked 
over to the narcotic man 
and whispered something in 
his ear. He then said to me 
“hey, buddy what do you 
have in your pocket?” I said 
some money and pulled it 
out and put it in his hand, 
and he said I thought you 
might have been turning a 
pistol in your pocket.

when scanned. There, they 
will find links to fish con- 
sumption advisories listed 
by location, maps that note 
any recent sewer spill or ac- 
cidental discharge, as well 
as maps of beach monitor- 
ing sites that provide the 
latest water quality testing 
results, 

“We are delighted and 
grateful to partner with 
ALEA in providing this im- 
portant water quality in-for- 
mation to the public to help 
safeguard their health,” 
said ADEM Director Lance 
LeFleur. “We want every- 
one using or planning to 
use the state’s beaches or 
waterways, whether fish- 
ing, swim-ming or boating, 
to be able to get the latest 
updates on fish advisories, 
beach monitoring, waste- 
water discharges and sewer 
spills or overflows.

Prevent mosquito bites, especially at dawn and dusk 


The Alabama Department 
of Public Health (ADPH) 
cautions the public about 
how important it is to pre- 
vent mosquito bites to pro- 
tect yourself and your home 
environment. 

Mosquitoes carry viruses 
that can cause serious illness 
or death. Warm and rainy 
weather means more people 
get bitten by mosquitoes. 
One of the viruses carried 
by certain types of mosqui- 
tos causes Eastern Equine 
Encephalitis (EEE). 

While a rare disease, EEE 
can cause severe illness and 
death. No vaccine and 
no specific treatments are 
available for EEE. 

Two cases of Eastern 
Equine Encephalitis (EEE) 
in humans have been report- 
ed in Baldwin County in the 
past few weeks, regrettably 
including one fatality. 

Preventingmosquito 
bites is needed to protect 
against viruses such as EEE 
and West Nile virus that 
are present in Alabama. 
Mosquito repellents are 
particularly needed at the 
dawn and dusk hours and 
municipal mosquito control 
spraying is needed to pre- 
vent new hatches.\To avoid

Tightly 
cover buckets, cisterns, and 
rain barrels.

- If you have a septic tank, 
repair cracks or gaps.

The right software enables 
digital manipulation to the 
heart’s content: people can 
be added and removed from 
scenes, day can be changed 
to night — the list is endless.

Chances 
are, the “right moment” was 
the moment at the computer 
when the one editing the 
photo combined pieces from 
two or more photos to create 
the desired effect. A com- 
mon example from calen- 
dars is a spectacular pic- 
ture of a rising full moon in 
which the moon fills a much 
larger portion of the sky 
than it ever does in reality. 
So nowadays a picture may 
be worth only one word: 
fake or manipulated. 

The question for each and 
every Christian is, “Does 
the image of Christ I present 
to the world reflect reality, 
or is it a fake?” A highly 
manipulated image that we 
put together for Sunday ser- 
vices or Monday work will 
eventually be seen for what 
it truly represents: hypoc- 
risy.
